E E P IN G cool is a science which y ou can prac­ 
tice y ourself. 
The first step is to cut « own 
y our heat production. 


\ our body is like a machine that is running 
all the time, and as it runs it produces a certain 
amount of heat. 
This heat comes from the transformations 
in matter that are constantly going on in the human body . 
* Such changes in matter are alway s accompanied by 
changes in energy or heat changes,” ex plains Dhr. Francis 
G. Benedict, director of the Boston. Mass.. Nutrition Lab­ 
oratory of the Carnegie Institute of Washington. 
Dr. 
Benedict has spent many y ears study ing these changes in 
thousands of men. women and children under different con­ 
ditions. and has reached interesting conclusions. 
“ The body is constantly changing.” he say s. 
"W e 
cannot hav e life without these changes. 
Ev en if one 
is ly ing quietly asleep, still these changes are contin­ 
ually going on. v ital changes, and it is important for 
us to realize that life itself is the cause of these 
changes." 
So y ou cannot stop the heat production of y our 
body entirely in y our efforts to keep cool. 
Some of 
this heat is required to keep the body -machine running. 
Furthermore, as long as the body -machine runs, ev en 
if it is throttled down to idling speed, it will continue 
to produce some heat. 
Howev er, y ou can keep the heat production down 
by diet and rest 
Food is the chief fuel that keeps the body ’s fires 
going and makes life possible.

after a good meal and lies down for a siesta. 
t his heat production is at it* highest, so far 
as the internal changes are concerned, for the effect 
of the digestiv e processes is added to his basic or rest­ 
ing needs for life." Dr. Benedict ex plains. 
"If he 
goes for a v v alk, play s golf or bowls, his heat produc­ 
tion or metabolism is much greater. 
"Digestion is a v ery important process. 
T he heat production may be increased 4 0 
per cent after a heav y meal, and the increase 
may last from 10 to 12 hours, gradually les­ 
sening in intensity toward the end of this 
time as digestion is finished.” 
Some foods produce more heat when they 
are burned than others, just as coal makes a 
hotter fire than wood. 
The heat produced 
by food when it is burned in y our body is 
measured by the calory . 
This familiar term is not a measure of tem­ 
perature, but of energy or of heat. 
When 
one quart of water is heated so that its temper­ 
ature is raised three degrees Fahrenheit, it 
will absorb about one calory of heat. 
In the 
process of heating any thing, heat is absorbed, 
whereas in combustion, heat is giv en off. 
T wo tablespoonfuls of sugar, for instance, 
produce 100 units of heat, or calories, when 
they are burned in y our body . 
Dietitians and 
nutritionists sometimes classify foods as high 
calory or low calory foods. 
The high calory foods are those which are 
digested with great heat production. 
They 
are the foods y ou want to eat sparingly in 
hot weather. 
T he low calory foods are di­ 
gested with v ery little heat production, so y ou 
can fill up on them during the dog day s. 
A 


M O N G the high calory foods are meats, 
nuts, fats, sugars and starches. 
V eg­ 
etables and fruits are low calory foods. 
Ice cream, one of the fav orite hot weather 
foods of America, is not so cooling as it feels 
while y ou are eating it. 
It is made chiefly 
of sugar and cream, both of which belong to 
the high calory list of foods. 
Water ices are 
better hot 
weather eating, 
because, 
being 
made without cream, their caloric content is 
not so high. 
j 
Another factor which increases y our heat 
production is the phy sical ex ertion y ou make, 
scientists hav e found. 
When y ou are resting 
in bed before breakfast, y our heat production 
is at its lowest lev el, 
'l ou are only produc­ 
ing one calory a minute. 
If y ou sit up, the 
heat production increases somewhat, tnough 
not v ery much. 
M °9Crately rapid walking, howev er, increases it about 
2 0 0 times, while v iolent ex ercise makes y our body fires 
burn » x tremelv fast with consequent enormous heat produc­ 
tion. 
A football play er play ing v ery hard produces about 
6 0 0 calories in one hour. Dr. Benedict found. The same 
amount of muscular ex ertion in the line of work produces 
a similar increase in heat production. 
Certain factors affecting y our heat production are bey ond 
y our control, howev er, 
if y ou are a man, for instance, 
y ou cannot help hav ing a higher heat production than wom­ 
en, takinsr into account weight, height and age, which are 
other factors affecting this matter of body changes and ac­ 
company ing production of heat and energy . 
W omen of the same height, age and weight as men

T l^ H E metabolic rate is determined by measuring ihe

may

measured directly or indirectly , the latter method being 
simpler and more frequently used. 
By the indirect method, instead of measuring the heat 
produced, the scientist or his assistant measures the amount 
of ox y gen consumed. 
Combustion 
cannot go on without 
ox y gen. 
The ox y gen needed to keep y our body ’s fires 
going is obtained from the air y ou breathe. 
Scientists know 
how much ox y gen is necessary for y our body to burn a 
certain amount of fuel m order to produce a giv en number 
of calories. 
By measuring the amount of ox y gen y ou use up in a 
giv en length of time, it is possible to calculate the number 
of calories y ou hav e produced in that length of time. From 
this may be determined the rate at which y our body - 
machine is running, or its metabolic rate. 
In order to compare metabolic rates of different persons, 
or of the same person under v ary ing conditions, it is nec­ 
essary to hav e as a standard y our metabolic rate when as 
many v ariable factors as possible hav e been ex cluded, 
1 his is called the basal metabolic rate. 
It is measured 
when y ou are restuig before breakfast, 12 hours after y our 
last meal. 
t Measure of the metabolism while a person is ly ing 
quietly awake before breakfast giv es the best basis for com­ 
parison,” say s Dr. Benedict.

[ F a man went 15 day s without food, his heat pro- 
X duction would be much lower and might [>erhaps be 


would produce approx imately 10 per cent less heat,” Dr. 
Benedict say s. 
"Of course, the av erage woman is both 
shorter and lighter in weight than the av erage man. but 
these factors of weight, height and age can be equalized 
in a statistical analy sts and the effect of sex clearly shown 
in an unmistakable manner." 
IT is is one reason why men feel hotter in summer but 
stand the cold better in winter than women do. 
Metabolism is the technical name which scientists giv e 
to the process of charges or transformations of matter in 
the body . 
The rate at which these changes go on is called 
the metabolic rate. 
The rate v aries between different per­ 
sons and is influenced by sex , age, weight, height, food 
and rest or phy sical ex ertion.

ev en more uniform than his ordinary heat production 
in the morning, 12 hours after food. 
Still, his heat pro­ 
duction before breakfast is relativ ely so constant that it is 
termed his basal metabolism, and if his measured metabo- 
ism at any time v aries much from his usual basal metabo­ 
lism, it is a sure sign that there is some disturbance of hit 
life processes which may perhaps be serious. 
“ In other words, the measurement of his basal metabo­ 
lism giv es a fine, almost delicate index of the liv ing, v ital 
capacity of a man, a measure of his ov erhead needs for 
food and a good 
reference basis in case he is subsequently 
ill and a disturbance of his metabolism is noted.” 
Some people find it harder to keep cool in summer than 
others. 
T hey often tell y ou they feel the heat dreadfully 
because thev are so warmblooded. 
This is a mistaken 
notion. 
Unless they are actually ill with fev er, their blood 
is the same temperature as y ours, 9 8 .6 degrees Fahrenheit. 
If these people fee! the heat more than y ou do, it may 
be because their metabolic rates are higher. 
Their body 
fires are burning faster and they are producing more heat 
than y ou are. 
So naturally they feel hotter than y ou do. 
If we compare tw-o men of the same height, the heav ier 
man will produce more heat than the thinner man of the 
same neight," Dr. Benedict say s. 
“ Thus we see that 
weight alone increases the heat production. 
Height also raises heat production. 
O f two men of 
the same weight but of different height, the taller man will 
hav e a larger heat production." 
"1 ou hav e probably noticed how old people seem 
to suf­ 
fer more from the cold 
in winter and how little they notice 
the heat of the dog da y s. 
That is because the b od y ’s fires 
burn slower in old a ge and older persons produce less heat 
in their ow n bodies,

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E R H A P S one of th e mo« t ex traordinary and most 
interesting of the internal factors affecting basal heat 
production, is that of age," Dr. Benedict pointed 
out in hi« report. 
The heat production is lowered by age. 
A man. for 
ex ample, 
at 2 5 y ears of age, 
in full prime of phy sic.il v igor, 
produces 
more heat than a 
man 
of the same height and 
weight but 7 0 y ears of age. 
Phe fires of life are burning 
at a somewhat lower ebb in old age. 
The influence of age is particularly striking in 
adolescence. 
Indeed, the influence of age may ac­ 
tually counteract the rather considerable increase in 
heat production due to weight and height. 
’ I hus when we were study ing groups of Girl 
Scouts who ranged from 12 y ears to 18 y ears of 
age, we found that as a result of their growing 
older they increased in weiglit and increased in 
height, both of which factors » would normally tend 
to raise the metabolism. 
"But as they were growing older, the age factor 
lowered the metabolism, and we found, singularly 
enough, that with all our Girl Scouts (a nd we 
measured some 15 0 ) the total basal heat produc­ 
tion ex pressed in terms of 2 4 hours was about 12 5 0 
calories, whether a girl was 12 y ears old or whether 
she was 18 y ears old." 
W hen y ou hav e cut y our heat production down 
to a minimum by eating carefully of low calory 
foods and resting as much as possible, y our nex t 
step in keeping cool is to prov ide for the most effi­ 
cient way of losing what little heat y ou cannot help 
producing. 
h ou want to wear loose, porous clothing which 
allows the heat generated by y our body to pass into 
the air away from y ou. 


V 


N O T H E R way of keeping cool is by perspir­ 
ing. 
If y ou sweat a quart of water y ou hav e 
gotten rid of about 5 00 calories. 
Water can 
carry more heat without showing it than any thing 
else in the world. 
O f course, y ou must drink plenty 
of water to replenish the supply in y our body . 
If y ou do not perspire much y ou will be more 
comfortable in hot weather if y ou drink hot tea and 
coffee, rather than the iced v ariety , as the warm drinks 
will induce ex tra perspiration. 
If the air already holds all the water it can take up, 
y ou cannot get cool by sweating off the heat, which is why 
a muggy day with high humidity is so uncomfortable. 
On 
such a day y ou must driv e the hot, moist lay er of air away 
from y our skin, using a fan if there is no breeze av ailable. 
If y ou will add a pmch or two of salt to y our drinking 
water in hot weather y ou will find that it helps y ou to 
endure the heat. 
Scientists inv estigating conditions in hot coal mines and 
steel plants, where men hav e to work under ex tremely high 
temperatures, found that the workers who succumbed rap­ 
idly when working in a temperature of about 100 
degree* 
were able to stand tt l>eHer when this small amount of salt 
was added to their drinking water. 
At high temperatures, -specially when one is working 
hard, the body giv es off large amounts of water in perspi­ 
ration. 
I his is nature’s way of keeping one cool. 
H ow ­ 
ev er, the body also loses much salt with the perspiration 
— which is what causes a large part of the phy sical ex haus­ 
tion y ou ex perience when y ou work hard in the heat. 
lo ov ercome this, then, try putting a pinch of salt in 
y our water.

N E of the keeping-cool rules adv ocated by science is

l^lc USe 
alc°h°lic drinks in hot weather. 
Alcohol serv es as a food as well as a thirst quencher, 
scientific ex periments hav e diown. 
W hen alcohol is burned 
in the body it giv es rise to heat and energy , like other foods. 
Consequently , such an alcoholic drink as beer is by no 
means as much of a "cooling drink" as its consumers be­ 
liev e. 
w hile it is being consumed, of course, it giv es a 
sensation of coolness. 
L iter on, howev er, this effect wears 
away and the beer drinker finds himself actually warmer 
than before. 
A n ex periment wit], goldfish, carried out by Prof. W .

can also p erfo rm another fu n ctio n of foods. 
It 
in creases 
or stimulates the metabolic process by which the body con­ 
v erts food into heat and energy . 
In other words, then, wh en y ou take a long, cool drink 
with an alcoholic b ase, su ch as beer or a mint julep, y ou 
are really stoking y our body s fires, making tlteru burn 
faster and produce more heat, rather than checking the 
fires and cutting down th e h eat production. 
I he same thing applies, in a different way , to some of 
the drinks y ou buy in a drug store soda fountain on a hot 
day . 
A chocolate malted milk, for ex ample, may be de­ 
liciously cool and refreshing; but it ha* a considerable 
quantity of heat-producing food in it. and the metabolic 
processes of y our body are stimulated to new activ ity as 
soon as y ou hav e consumed it 
In the same manner, a heaped-up ice cream sundae may 
seem iike just the thing to cool y ou off on a blistering sum­ 
mer day — but it actually wfll help to increase y our sen­ 
sation of heat instead of diminishing it. 
As a matter of fact, pure water is about the best cool­ 
ing drink ot all. 
as w a s remarked abov e, if y ou try 
adding just a smal pinch of salt to it when y ou hav e to 
work under especially high temperatures, y ou will find that 
y ou feel much more comfortable.
